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Asian Leaders Jubilant | 


Over Rebirth of |-Hotel

SAN FRANCISCO - Almost 
10 years after the demolition 
of the I-Hotel at Kearny and 
Jacksdn Streets，a_ new building 
known as 838 开 earny Center 
will rise on the site， according 
to a plan released last week in 
Mayor Dianne Feinstein'”s office 
(EL 到 27L5AL87)， Asian commnu- 
nity leaders are greeting the 
news with jubilance tsmpered 
with a trace of caution. 

Dr Rolland Lowe，chairman 
of the _ Citizens Advisory Com- 
mittee for the I-Hotel，said his 
group considers the project far 
Superior to the Pan Magna 


Plaza design that was rejected 
last year. 
"The current solution cer- 


tainly addresses the concerns of 
both the people who made com- 
ments on it at the EIR (envi- 
Ionmental 1mpact report) hear- 
jing last May，and the develop- 
erSs themselves,” Said Lowe. 
"Number one，they knocked off 
the [196-foot] office tower. 
Also，we feel that the housing 
js designed much better." 


SERIOUS WAY 


He praised the tax refovm 
act of 1986 for giving tax 
credits "to people who go _ into 
low-cost housing in a serious 
way， IThat makes the financial 
package viable,"” said Lowe. 
The project will create 126 
low-cost Senior housing units 
in 3a 120-foot tower，with 6,000 
Sqlitire feet of free space for 
community organizations. 

The city will contribute 93 
million to the，$7.8 million 
housing costs. “The site Owner， 
上 Four eas Jnvestment Corpora- 
tion，will arrange the rest of 
the financing. 


Feinstein called for construc- 
tion to begin this Summer. 呆 
think the mavor is optimistic 
on the tiime line,”Lowe said.

Maurice Lim Miller，executive 
director of Asian Neighborhood 
Design，echoed -Lowe's belief 
that "the major negative impact 
measures of the Pan Magna 
Plaza have .been dealt with." 
The worst thing about the old 
plan besides the height，he said， 


was "the office Space，which 
isn't needed in the city at 
this time. It can really change 


the character of the neighbor- 
hood，and negatively impact the 


retail and housing.，So were 
glad that the 必 earny Street 
Side doesn't include office 
Space at this point." 

The plan calls for 3-1/2 
levels of retail Space， which 


would make it the largest retail 
center of its type in China- 
town.， An underground garage 
will hold 155$ spaces for self- 
parking or 210 for valet park- 
ing. "That's at least one-third 
more barking than the previous 
plan,”said Miller. 


"Tthink we would want to 
look at the barking and traffic 
patterns.” he contlinued: 
"天 earny and Jackson are espe- 
cially congested. The other 
thing is that we would 1like to 
push for Short-term parking. 
That's what is needed for retail 
-- SO people can do a _ little bit 
of Shopping，get in their car 
and g0 home.” 


He described the project as 
a Yvery important model. 
They're Selling the air rights 
Over the retail to a nonprofit. 
It's been tried other places in 
the city，but its new enough 


that .we want to see how: this 


particular one works and 1look 
at how it can be copied."

Like Lowe，he is doubtful 
that the groundbreaking could 
take place this summer.

一 Exactly one year after fund-raising began for the construction 
iof a gateway to Chinatown, the community is ready to present the colorful archway

Atime capsule with the names of all 
donors to the project and other related 
materials will be buried next to the arch 
during the ceremony. The capsule is to be 
Opened in 100 years. Two plaquues，one 
with a commemorative message in 


English and Chinese, also will be put into 


place. The second tablet will list the 
names of individuals who donated $100 


or more and corporations that donated 
$1,000 or more. 


What was envisioned as a five-year 
Project was completed in less than a yeam， 
thanks to assistance from generous donors 
and city ofhcials，according to Khoo. 


“We saw the momentum and hgured if we 
were going to do it, we should do it nowy” 
said Khoo，whose term as CCBA presi- 
dent ended in December. 


Fund-raising eftorts formally were an- 
nounced at the communitys Chinese 
Newyears celebration dinner last Febru- 
ary. The Portland'Development Com- 
mission then donated $50,000 toward the 
project, as did Taiwan. Contributions 
began to rollin from foundations，busi- 
nesses and government agencies, and 
individual donations made up the differ- 
ence. The city agreed to forgive about 
$30,000 in fees and costs related to the 
gate construction in exchange for the 
endowment fund，Khoo said 


“The endowment fund is to ensure that 
we keep the gate as beautiful as it is 


today”Chin said. 


The gate was designed and constructed by 
the Ting Hwa Architecture Co. in Taipei， 
and was entirely non-political. The 
prefabricated arch took one month to 
build，20 days to ship from Taipei and 10 
days to erect, according to Khoo. In 
contirast, the DC gate took six months to 


build.

In addition, Ting 
wa sent with the gate its own four- 
member crew to ensure the gate was 
constructed cotrectly. 


The gateway straddles Northwest Fourth 
Street at Burnside, near Old Town and 
the citys skid road area. City and com- 
munity o 亿 cials hope the gateway will 
help revitalize Chinatown, once a thriv- 
ing community for Chinese dwellers and 
merchants. The area now is home to 
Several Chinese restaurants，groceries and 
shops, the renovated CCBA hall and 


other Chinese associations，

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Oakland Opens Police Centers 
For Refugees and Immigrants

OAKLAND - Police depart- 
Iments all over the country are 
watching Oakland's new com- 
munity centers program :as a 
model for providing police 
SerVices to the growing Asian 
population. On Feb. 9，a for- 
mal dedication Ceremony was 
held at one of the three new 
centers Scheduled to start 
operations this week. 

About S$0 people attended the 
Cercemony at the Laotian Bud- 
dhist Temple at 1745 12th St 

In West Oakland. The centers， 
which will operate in commnu- 
nity agencies in East and West 
Oakland，and Chinatown，ini- 
tially will be staffed by bilin- 
gual police officers two hours a 
Week. 

Oakland Deputy Chief of 
Police Tom Donohue， whose 
idea it was to open the centersS， 
Said the primary purpose is not 
only to address crime problems 
but also to bridge the _ cultural 
and language gap between pub- 
lic agencies and the growing 
Asian commurjity. 


CAIN THE TRUST 


The centers will provide the 
Opportunity for Trefugees to 
report crimes to bilingual 
officers， The goal is to gain 
the trust of people by making 
officers available in their 
communities on a regular basis. 

Close to 90,000 Asians call 
Oakland home，with 25 percent 
of those refugees. There are 
13,000 Vietnamese and Chinese 
Vietnamese，4;000 Cambodians， 
and about 3,2$0 Laotians. 
Many of these new arrivals are 
reluctant to use police Services 
because of lack of understand-

ing of how law enforcement is 
handled in this country.。 The 
refugees” limited English skills 
add to their reluctance to 
report crimes. 

"The range of crime runs the 
entire gamut and is getting 
more and more Serious,"” Said 
Donohue. "We don't have good 
statistics because they don'ft 
trust police any more than the 
perpetrator." 


下 XCELLENT IDEA 


Officer Robert Sayaphupha，a 
24-year-old_ native of Laos and 
one of the two officers staffing 
the _ centers，Ssaid，"I think it's 
an excellent idea. People 
appreciate it and tell me 
they"re happy PPm out there" 
Sayaphupha speaks Lao， Ihai， 
Mandarin，Chiu Chow dialect 
and Some Cantonese._ His par- 
ents emigrated from the 
Shantou region in Guangdong， 
China，to Laos，where he was 
born. 
Sayaphupha，the only Laotian 
police  _ officer in Northern 
California，explained why there 
are So few officers of Southeast 
Asian descent， "IT guess it*s very 
tough，fits a very hard job， In 
OUIT 0wn countries，we have no 
experience in law enforcement、 
We have police，but they are 
military police， When they stop 
you，they ask you for money. 
There's a lot of corruption， 
Also，here there is a language 
pbroblem." 

Sayaphupha credits the SFE 
Police Youth Program for get- 
ting him interested in a law 
enforcement career.， "When II 
was in high School，they took 
Us to Yosemite backpacking， II

Inc.， a business assistance 
organlzation，is a partner in a 
commerclial condominium devel- 
opment that straddles the bor- 
der between Daly City and San 
Eranclsco. 

The development，Saddleback 
Condominiums，is an eight- 
phase project totaling about 290 
unlts. A _ waiting list Of prospec- 
tive buyers has been established 
for the 84-unit Phase I of the 
project and the units Should be 
ready for occupancy by April. 

Michael Chan of Asian Inc.， 
Said his organization originally 
participated as a lender for 
rental units，but delays，caused 
by the red tape of environmen- 
tal impact reports and changes 
in the real estate market， 
caused the developer，the 人 A.E. 
Evans Company to restructure 
the project as condos. 

The project has a $1,300,000 
Subsidy  _ from the Mayor's 
Office of Housing and Commu- 
nity Development which the 
developers Say has reduced the 
average purchase price of the 


units by about $15,000.

SAN FRANCISCO - Business 
and political leaders interested 
in Hong Kong will have noth- 
ing to fear in 1997 when the 
colony returns to China's con- 
TOEa 人 Kong official Sald 
last week. 

Adolf Te Hong 玉 ong?s 
deputy secretary for informa- 
tion，Spoke to members of San 
Erancisco's World Affairs Coun- 
clil and the Asian Business 
League Feb. $ at the Westin St. 
Francis Hotel. 

"Everybody is working hard 
to maintain Hong 玫 ong's suc- 
ceSs and II am confident that 
Hong Kong will continue to 
exlst in a _ unique and vibrant 
entity in the years ahead,” Hsu 


said，reading from a prepared 
Statement. 
Under the 1984 Joint Agree- 


ment between China and Brit- 
ain，Hong 开 ong'S social，eco- 
nomic and legal Systems will 


continue in their present course 
for 350 years after China takes 
control.， TIhough Hong Kong 
willl become a Special Adminis- 
trative Region of China in 
1997，1lt will conduct business 
as USsual until at least 2047， 
HSsu Said. 

The joint agreement and 
recent negotiations between 
China and Britain to hammer 
out detalls of the 1997 transfer 
"have removed the majority of 
Hong 天 ong's people's anxiety 
ancd uncertainty,”HSsu said. 

Dong Kong's economy grew 
steadily -last year，according to 
Hsu. Property  _ transactionas 
increased by 80 percent:; domes- 
tlic expborts Tose almost 17 
percent and imports increased 
by 19 percent， "What is more 
important to us" he said， 
"imports of capital goods and 
retalined imports of industrial 
plants anrd machinery grew by 
23 percent .

Asian Americans Making the Sports Pages

Ven by the SF Examiner, his name might have been quickly forgotten by readers

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three older sisters have all won national 
tennis titles as amateurs. 
LUCRATIVE CAREER 

Louie has already earned hundreds of 
thousands of dollars in tennis, and Chin 
can look forward to a lucrative career as a 
professional skater. But for Asian Ameri- 
cans who excel in a sport that ofters no 
fnancial return,，there comes a time to 
face the question: Is it all worth it? 

The question remains open for 
JessicaYu of Los Altos Hills, a 20-year-old 
senior at Yale University who last season 
was ranked the Seventh leading female 
fencer in the US. 

“Theres deftnitely not any money in 
the sport” she said in a telephone inter- 
view. “A lot of top athletes feel they want 
to stay in it and promote fencing. Its not 
going to be a big sport in this country. 

“When you get out of school, theres 
the dilemma about whether to continue. 
If you want to train for the Olympics，you 
have to train as much as any other sportb， 
but don't have the same fmnancial back- 
ing. .. .Istill don'tknow about the 1988 
人 Ies areally hard thing to 
predict. And Id probably have to put o 侍 
my job pursuits or my career for that year, 
TDm going to wait to see how this season 
turns OUt， 

FULL SUPPORT 

Whatever her decision，she can 
expect the full support of her family. Her 
21-year-old sister Jennifer asenior at 
Stanford University, is among the top 20 
female fencers in the nation and her 

18-year-old brother Marty is among the 
top ten junior fencers (under 20). Their 
cousin, Stanford senior Elliott Cheu, is 
the frst Stanford fencer in history to 
represent the US in international compe- 
tition. 

For theYu family, fencing is not an 
end in itself but a recreatio nal sport that is 
intended to build character. Academics 
take no back seat to athletics. Their 


father Dr. Kou PingYu, is a cancer 
specialist at Kaiser Hospital in Santa 
Clara. Their mother Connie YoungYu，is 
a noted freelance writer. 

During the fencing season，which is 
twor-thirds of the school year，JessicaYu 
spends almost three hours a day training 
and competing. An English major she 
maintains an A average.“LTm also into 
activities，she said.“This year I started 
editing the [annuall Asian American 
Jjournal at Yale and the monthly Asian 
American Bulletin. On the weekends 
woOIk with Asian community services， 
helping immigrants2 

Her sister Jennifer is spending a htth 
year at Stanford as a result of changing 
her major Although she has used up her 
college elisibility，she remains a top 
competitor in the American Fencing 
Associations circuit meets，which are 
more difthcult than collegiate meets. 

On Jan. 10, at an AFA meet that 
brought 87 of the nations leading women 
fencers to Colorado, she made her most 
impressive showing ever， with a second- 
place fmnish. JessicaYu came in seventh. 

STRONGLY ENCOURAGED 

While theYu children were growing 
UP, they were strngly encouraged to 
pursue extracurricular activities and 
sports. They tried tennis, running，Little 
League baseball and kung fu before 
settling on fencing, all of them between 
the ages of 12 and 14. One motivating 
factor was that their mother liked to 
fence. Another was the presence in 
nearby San jose of the Fencing Centem 
the largest facility in the US specihcally 
for fencing. 

“Its a sport that doesn't depend 
purely on size or quickness， so its not as 
intimidating as other sports，explained 
Jennifer Yu. “Asians who want to go to 
good colleges know they have to be well 
rounded. Thats why they get involved in 
Sports. Its also a lot of fun. 

Said her sister“For my frst couple 
of years ] wanted to quit. Its such a 
strange sport, and there weren't any other 
kids taking it. But LI think my mom 
wanted me to stick with it until L could 
get something Out of it 

They agreed that fencing is not 
expensive for beginners. But fencers who 
compete in the fve big tournaments held 
each year in different parts of the country 
must maintain a high ranking in order to 
have their air fare and other expenses 
paid. Both sisters said the experience of 
traveling and meeting a lot of people was 
one of the greatest rewards. 

SELF-DISCIPLINE 

“Fencing has taught me selt- 
discipline”said JessicaYu.“Theres a lot 
to be learned in individual sports，because 
youre doing it yourself and often you 
train alone. 

“I think sports can only complement 
your academic life，because it helps you to 
strike a balance. Going to practice is a 
release from studying. It seems to make 
everything a little easier.” 

ConnieYoungYu denied tha* ier 
children are overachievers.“Tve never 
thought about that word”she said.“Tve 
seen them working hard, but they're not 
obsessive. They have many other inter- 
ests 一 watching football on TV,， horror 
flms，rock music，jogging， 

She admitted it is very difhcult for 
youngsters to becorne Sports champions 
without a commitment from the entire 
family.“You have to be able to say Is 
all right to not get an after-school job 


and After you do your homework we ll do 
everything we can to get you down to 
Practice. ” 

She took issue with“Little League 
parents who push their kids as iithey're 
realizing their own dreams through the 
kids”Years of competitive fencing，she 
said, has given her daughters “the feeling 
of being able to handle themselves in any 
Situation. They feel that they're going to 
take care of their own lives. Sports does 
that for women 一 it makes them strong 
and conhdent: 

Connie YoungYu now teaches 
fencing in SF and Palo Alto, but regretted 
that not a single female has signed up ftor 
her courses. 

Athletes have to dettne their own 
level of what constitutes“recreation” 
\What is drudgery to some may be refresh- 
ment to others. Between the unsklled 
amateur and the top professional are 
many gradations. 

WORTH AIMING FOR 

For Colen Low of SF, the only level 
worth aiming for was professionalism . 
Now in his second year as ski coach at 
Stanford, he is one of the few Asian 
Americans to ftnd Success in a skiing 
career: 

“Skiing is not one of your big 
minority sports”said Low.“Its a white 
Americans' sport. But there are more and 
more Asians on the slopes, and they're 
Starting to bring their kids along, at 5，6 
years old.” 

Low didn't begin skiing until the age 
of 12. But his talent was obviouis from the 
start. After completing high school in 
1974, he spent seven years in the sport as 
afull-time skier and ski instructor A 
member of the Squaw Valley Race Team 
for four years，he later raced professionally 
in the B circuit of the Sierra. 

“The best age to Start is from 3 to 8， 
he said. Asians, he believes, have long 
been hampered by "inaccessibility to the 
slopes. Its hard for a family to go skiing 
every weekend"One reason he sees for 
the increase is that “Asians are better of 妊 
economically than they were 10 or 20 
years ago. Equipment costs anywhere 
from $500 to $9002 

RESISTANCE 

His parents，American-born Chi- 
nese, viewed his skiing ambitions with“a 
certain amount of resistance when they 
saw alpt of my friends pursuing their 
careers, and T was going on to some 
unknown activity called ski racing”Later 
they gave him their full support.“I chink 
they saw my detsrmination to do it while 
I was below a certain age”，he said. He 
later earned a degree in physical edu- 
cation， 

Several members of the Stanford ski 
team are Asian, including one of the 
captains. Low believes that many more 
Asian Americans could excel in skiing 
and other sports，but that they are 
freduently held back by stereotypes. 

“We limit ourselves because we 
always talk about the academics and the 
science awards. Other people do too: 
they only emphasize our 'good qualities， 
and we start perpetuating the idea. Maybe 
thats why young Asian American ath- 
letes domthave anybody to look up to. 

“Ithink at some point we should 
stop thinking about Asian Americans as 
just having good grades. There are quite a 
few out there who are athletically in- 
clined and we have to give them credit. 
If we gave them the credit，we would see 
mwore and mure of them，

SAN FRANCISCO - The Chi- 
natown 了 Resources Development 
Center (CRDC) arose in 1966 in 
reSponse to a new wave of 
AsSsians in the United States. 
The organlzation'Ss goal was to 
provide these new immigrants 
with their most important asset 
in the US - the ability to speak 
English. 

Over the 
CRDC has 


past 20 years， 
gone through . a 
name change， has founded 
many training programs and 
produced numerous educational 
guides. They moved their 
offices from Chinatown to 655 
Geary ln February 1986. 

Dr. Chul Lim Tsang，CRDC'?S 
executive director，credits the 


organization's Success to the 
group'Ss past board directors， 
loyal Staff members and the 


communlity. 
Tsang Spoke with East/West 
about CRDC. 


Q: Will you explain your 
ideas of networking with the 
City of San Francisco and state 
agencies. 

A: We network wlth the city， 
state and federal governments. 
At least half of our training 
funding is received from the 
San Francisco city government. 
State and federal agencies _ are 
also continuing SoUrces of 
funding， making networking 
cruclal to nonprof its. 

As to why lit ls important， 
with diminished federal fund- 
ing， the competition is very

of nonprofit organizations are 
very competent. ITo compete in 
thls arena，we must show much 
more than used to be the _ case. 
We must show that we can do 
the work very efficiently;， we 
must Show that we have the 
Support of the_ community and 
many more people than before;

grams are needed by the people 
and needed by employers. 


All attributes of the pro- 
gramSs，esSpecially if they are 
new or innovative， must be 
clearly Shown. The formeriy 
valued "track record" is giving 
way to "up front" assurances 


and commitments. 

Q: Where would you 1like to 
see CRDC five years from 
noOw2? 

A: Almost in the same place 
we are now，but offering more 
programs，training more people， 


esSpeclally taking a leadership 
role in Serving the "hard to 
Serve,” categories of people，as 


described by employment and 
training Specialists. 

By the "hard to Serve,” we 
refer to at-risk youth who are 
dropping out of school and 
Society， welfare mothers who 
have unsolvable child-care 
problems and motlvational prob- 
lems; older workers who 
because of age are not 
employed or who lack basic 
Skillls; people displaced in 
"Smoke-stack" _ reductions in 
force and others in Similar 
categorles. All in these catego- 
ries must overcome a brutal 
eroSlion of pride and diminshed 
exXpectations，and all have more 
than just one or two problems. 
The System has been unable to 
SerVve these groups and it there- 
fore becomes ouUr challenge. 

When II speak of a leadership 
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role，I refer to more than just 
a leadership. role in Serving the 
ASslan community.。  I refer to a 
leadership role in all-ethnic 
groups and cross-cultural 1lines. 
We will，of course，continue to 
SerVe the needs of the Asian 
community，but there is no 
reason we cannot open Up ouUT 
programs .and our leadership to 
all residents of San Francisco 
who need- oOUT educational and 
vocational programs. CRDC 
has already opened up its voca- 
tional programs without Tegard 
to ethnicity. Im RELO98SWC 
Served Asians，East Europeans， 
Afros and Hispanics. The only 
thing which restricts our ability 
to Serve more of the community 
is money. CRDC'Ss staff are 
professionals and we have 20 
years”of experience in Serving 
the community. 

Q: Do you see yalue in the 
proliferation of Asian nonpro-
